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County murder suspect 
is arrested in Morocco 


Police in Northampton¬ 
shire have confirmed the 
man arrested by Moroc¬ 
can authorities on Satur¬ 
day is quadruple murder 
suspect Anxiang Du. 

He is understood to have been 
arrested after a short chase in 
the centre of Tangier by local 
police officers following infor¬ 
mation from Interpol. 

A spokesman for North¬ 
amptonshire Police said: “The 
Home Office will now under¬ 
take the responsibility around 
extradition procedures. At this 
stage we have no information to 
suggest how long this will take. 

“We have maintained regu¬ 
lar contact with the friends and 
relatives of the Ding family, 
and have kept them informed of 
this latest development.” 

Du’s arrest comes after 14- 
month long international man¬ 
hunt for the suspected quadru¬ 
ple killer. 

Police announced last week 
that new information had come 
to light which suggested Du 
could have travelled on a ferry 
from Spain to Morocco. 

He is understood to have 
travelled from Victoria bus 
station, London on a coach to 
Paris, Gallieni. After this he 


travelled through France into 
Spain - most likely through the 
use of public transport. His fi¬ 
nal journey was to Algeciras in 
Spain where he caught a ferry 
from there into Tangier. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Tom Davies, leading the inves¬ 
tigation, said: “We know that at 
an early stage in the investiga¬ 
tion - in the first few days be¬ 
fore he was declared the prime 
suspect, Anxiang Du had the 
opportunity to leave the coun¬ 
try. 

“We do not know yet why he 
chose this route but it appears 
he had this as a specific desti¬ 
nation, using public transport 
and certainly avoiding major 
airports.” 

Du remains the prime sus¬ 
pect in the murders of Jifeng 
Ding, his wife Helen and their 
two daughters, Alice, aged 12 
and Xing, aged 18, who were 
killed in their home in Pioneer 
Close, Wootton on the day of the 
Royal Wedding, two days before 
their bodies were found in May 
1 last year. 

A reward for information 
leading to the arrest of the sus¬ 
pect stood at £25,000 before Du 
was held at the weekend. 

The investigation has been 
hampered by a string of high- 


profile blunders. 

It emerged call centre staff 
missed a possible chance to 
catch the murderer following 
the “unacceptable” way a 999 
call, made by Xing Ding, was 
handled. 

The abandoned call is be¬ 
lieved to have been made by the 
teenager as her family were be¬ 
ing murdered downstairs. 

The call was incorrectly 
traced to an address near Col- 
lingtree Park Golf Club and 
was then wrongly downgraded, 
an IPCC report said. 

Northamptonshire Police 
has since apologised for the 
incident and admitted the mis¬ 
take could have potentially cost 
officers a vital chance to catch 
the murderer before he fled the 
town. 

A force spokesman said at the 
time: “The murders of Jifeng, 
Helen, Xing and Alice Ding are 
the worst crimes this county 
has seen in a generation and 
we will leave no stone unturned 
in investigating these offences 
and locating the prime suspect, 
Anxiang Du.” 

Despite the mistakes, and an 
investigation which has cost 
more than Elmillion, police 
now appear to finally have their 
main suspect behind bars.

Chronicle 
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Frontline officers 
to be maintained 
following report 


Police chiefs have said frontline 
officer numbers in the county are 
now increasing following criti¬ 
cism this week from Government 
inspectors. 

An HMIC report revealed Northamp¬ 
tonshire Police was expected to have 
“considerably fewer” frontline officers 
on the county’s streets when compared 
with other forces. 

Police bosses are faced with saving a 
further £12 million by 2015, having al¬ 
ready slashed costs by more than £6 mil¬ 
lion in the last 12 months. 

The impact of cuts, inspectors re¬ 
vealed, was set to see the force have one 
of the smallest proportion of frontline of¬ 
ficers anywhere in the country. 

It comes as Northamptonshire Police 
has been under “establishment” for sev¬ 
eral months, having seen officers retire 
and leave the county. 


However, the force has said moves 
have already been made to maintain 
frontline numbers for the time being. 

In February, the loss of five PCSO and 
20 police constable posts was deferred by 
12 months. The force has also started the 
process of recruiting Pcs having lifted a 
staff freeze earlier this year. 

Chief Constable Adrian Lee said: 
“Since the data for this report was col¬ 
lated, the force has made the decision not 
to reduce police officers and PCSOs by 
the planned numbers this year - which 
means this figure will continue to be 
higher than that reported. 

“Northamptonshire Police has a con¬ 
siderable number of police staff, such 
as PCSOs, in frontline policing roles 
- this number is not taken into account 
by HMIC. In the very first year of the 
change programme, we returned 27 of¬ 
ficers from back office posts to the front 
line and we continue to do this whenever 


the opportunity arises. The force is now 
recruiting frontline police constables, to 
take us back up to our agreed establish¬ 
ment level. 

“The number of officers in back office 
roles has actually reduced. We started 
from a position of having significantly 
more police staff than officers in back of¬ 
fice posts and because the total number 
of staff in back office roles has reduced 
significantly, the percentage of officers 
has risen.” 

The report also praised senior police 
bosses for the “comprehensive plan” to 
manage cuts. 

Inspectors said: “The force has started 
to reduce costs and change the way it 
delivers policing, including through on¬ 
going collaboration with other East Mid¬ 
lands forces to share staff and work in 
some specialist areas. As a result, they 
are in a good position to achieve sav¬ 
ings.” 


Toxic algae warning at The Washlands 


Members of the public have 
been warned by the Envi¬ 
ronment Agency to keep out 
of the water at The Wash- 
lands, Northampton fol¬ 
lowing an outbreak of toxic 
algae. 

Routine water sampling 
by Environment Agency of¬ 
ficers has identified a toxic 
blue-green algae bloom in 
the lake. 


The algae is visible on the 
water’s surface and could 
cause serious illness in hu¬ 
mans and animals. 

The Environment Agency 
has erected warning signs 
along the lake to alert the 
general public and dog 
walkers are being asked to 
keep their dogs out of the 
water. 

The Washlands is the area 


between the A45 and the 
A428, near Little Houghton. 

Blue-green algae produc¬ 
es toxins which can harm, 
or even kill, farm animals, 
pets and wild animals, and 
cause skin-rashes, eye irri¬ 
tation, vomiting, diarrhoea, 
fever and muscle and joint 
pain in people. 

Environment Agency staff 
will regularly test water 


samples from the affected 
area and warnings will re¬ 
main in place until the algal 
count drops to a safe level.

The chief executive of the 
Northamptonshire Music and 
Performing Arts Trust will step 
down this summer after more 
than 20 years establishing the 
county's music service.

New care 
home plans 
revealed 


Plans to build a large new care 
home in the centre of Northamp¬ 
ton at the site of a former office 
block have been revealed. 

The development, by Avery Health¬ 
care Ltd, would see a 65-bedroom home 
built in Cliftonville Road, close to North¬ 
ampton General Hospital. 

The home would cater for young disa¬ 
bled people and people with dementia. 

In plans submitted to Northampton 
Borough Council, the firm said: “Our ob¬ 
jective is to provide our guests with a se¬ 
lect team of care professionals all within 


a well designed, high quality home in a 
relaxed, secure, environment.” 

The home would be built on the site 
of a current office block, called Spencer 
House. 

That building would be demolished 
after spending years on the property 
market without being let. The building 
which would be put in its place would 
be “of contemporary design to echo the 
modern character of the neighbouring 
buildings”. 

Northampton Borough Council will 
decide in the coming months if the devel¬ 
opment should go ahead.

Council all set to 
agree cinema deal

The construction of a new 
cinema next to the Royal & 
Derngate theatres is due to 
be funded by Northampton 
Borough Council. 

Papers published recently 
showed the council plans to 
spend £350,000 on the develop¬ 
ment of the 100-seat cinema next 
to the venue in Guildhall Road in 
the town centre. 

The leader of the authority, 
Councillor David Mackintosh 
(Con, Rectory Farm) said the deal 
was being lined up because the 
council already owns the thea¬ 
tre buildings and wants to make 
sure the cinema and the theatres 
are owned by the same organisa¬ 
tion. 

He said: “It’s important the fi¬ 
nancial arrangements are right 
for both the council and the thea¬ 
tres.” 

Discussing the council’s plan 
to put forward the money for the 
development, he added: “We real¬ 
ise how important the Royal and 
Derngate theatres are to North¬ 
ampton’s local economy, but we 
also realise we live in difficult 
financial times.” 

The deal would be arranged 
so the theatres would lease back 
the cinema once it has been built, 
meaning the council would cover 
the cost of building it. 

Councillor Mackintosh said: “I 
think this will be great news for 
the town and a brilliant asset for 


the cultural quarter, but in order 
to do it, the theatres need finan¬ 
cial support.” 

The cinema would host film 
festivals and show independent 
and classic films, as well as docu¬ 
mentaries. 


The leader of the opposition at 
the Guildhall, Councillor Terry 
Wire (Lab, St James) said: “If this 
encourages people to come into 
the town, that’s no bad thing.” 

The council’s cabinet were due 
to agree the deal this week.

YOU could turn red in the face 
trying to utter the full model 
name of the Vauxhall on test 
today; better to pause for 
breath halfway through. 

And bet on it, there are people who 
have to pick from a company car ap¬ 
proved list who are glad the Insignia 
is such a mouthful; it makes it easier 
to know when you’re driving a bet¬ 
ter car than the chap at the desk next 
door. 

Which must be a compelling reason 
for Vauxhall to offer such an expen¬ 
sive (uncomfortably close to £38,000, 
with a few choice options) version: 
it’s potentially more profitable. 

That is, of course, if enough people 


can be persuaded to spend a sum that 
would alternatively land a pretty good 
car with a prestige badge instead of 
a rather more hum-drum Vauxhall. 
And that might be a pity. For beneath 
a badge that can’t compete with the 
likes of Audi and BMW, lurks a car 
of genuine competence. Better than 
that, in some respects. 

And not so good in others, where 
the Vauxhall engineers have a little 
work left to put their car up there 
with the best. 

But first, to deconstruct the model 
description. The BiTurbo bit signi¬ 
fies that the diesel engine - the most 
potent ever in a Vauxhall - uses a 
little turbocharger to boost power at 
low speed and a bigger one for higher 


speed thrills (or a mid-range mixture 
of both). 

It means a car as big as the Insignia 
can really shift when provoked, espe¬ 
cially when its rolling and you need 
to overtake swiftly. Pity the engine’s 
growl at start up never quite melds 
into the background, though. 

The 16v means (you’ve guessed) 16 
valves in the engine, while the SRi 
and VX-Line bits describe the stand¬ 
ard fixtures and fittings an owner can 
expect. 

They range from big alloy wheels 
to cruise control, climate control and 
a nasty automatic parking brake that 
often held so hard when you tried to 
drive away that the car felt on the 
edge of a stall. 


Lowered and stiffened suspension 
is part of the package too but, even 
with the big wheels the car rides 
nicely, thanks to something called 
FlexRide that keeps things supple 
(and can be asked to turn sportier or 
softer at the push of a button). Next 
along the model line description is 
4x4; which means power can be rap¬ 
idly and automatically shifted rear¬ 
ward if the front wheels scrabble for 
grip. That’s likely to be rare, even 
with a potent engine at work, and 
most of the time the car will be a con¬ 
ventional front-wheel driver. 

The final descriptor of Sports Tour¬ 
er is Vauxhall’s way of avoiding the 
words ‘estate car’ as a bit musty and 
dated. But it’s an estate all right, and 


one with a huge luggage bay easily 
accessed across a flat loading lip. 

I was surprised that a sat nav sys¬ 
tem costs £1,200 extra and makes an 
already expensive car all the more so. 
Leather trim would be good at no ex¬ 
tra cost too, but adds £1,145 to the bill 
if ordered on the car. 

One option I wouldn’t mind pay¬ 
ing for is the £370 asked for a pow¬ 
ered tailgate. It opens and closes at 
the push of a button in the driver’s 
door, or from the driver’s key fob and 
makes parking the weekly shop in 
the rain a little less stressful. 

Even so, this is an Insignia model 
destined to remain a rare car after 
the company fleet manager does the 
sums.

JIM MALLINDER has revealed Saints 
have yet to reach their salary cap 
- and says the club are in the market 
for more new signings. 

Mallinder last week swooped to snap up 
Dominic Waldouck from Wasps, paying a 
transfer fee to secure the services of the 24- 
year-old. 

That signing takes the total of new players 
at Franklin’s Gardens this summer to six, 
with the likes of Cameron Shepherd and Ken 
Pisi also recruited. 

But with 11 players having left the club, 
including Chris Ashton, James Downey and 
Roger Wilson, there could still be gaps to 
fill. 

Mallinder admits he is still on the lookout 
for fresh faces as the club have yet to hit the 
base £4million salary limit, but the direc¬ 
tor of rugby has refused to set a date for the 
squad’s completion. 

“You can’t just say that’s the date and we’re 
going to stop, it’s ongoing is recruitment,” he 
said. 

“We might pick up an injury or two inju¬ 
ries in a certain position and we might then 
need to go out and find someone else. 

“We’re not up to our salary cap, I can tell 
you that much. We’ve got room for some more 
players if we think they’re the right thing and 
we are looking around to see who’s available, 
but we won’t bring anyone in for the sake of 
filling numbers, it’s not like that. 

“We’ve got to be mindful we’ve got a squad 
of players to compete against one another. 

“We’ve also got some good Academy lads 
coming through and what we can’t do is 
stockpile players and prevent a route for 
those younger players, because they’re good 
enough to come through and become good 
Premiership players, if not England interna¬ 
tionals. 

“What we need to do is give them those 
opportunities at the right time, to come 
through, to play senior rugby, to play first- 
team rugby.” 

Much has been made of the new marquee 
signing rule, which allows Premiership 
clubs to bring in one player outside the sal¬ 
ary cap. 

But Mallinder has dismissed the possibil¬ 
ity of bringing in a star name to be the mar¬ 
quee signing and suggested the player will be 
someone currently at the club. 

“All the marquee signing has done for us at 
Saints is that it’s increased the salary cap by 
the amount of your highest paid player and 
that’s a simple as that,” said Mallinder.

Aidy is 
best for 
Platt 

CLIVE PLATT has labelled Aidy 
Boothroyd as the most professional 
man he has ever worked with after 
the Cobblers manager signed him 
for a third time. 

And the 34-year-old striker be¬ 
lieves being reunited with the Town 
boss will extend his career. 

When the two met for the first 
time, Boothroyd presented Platt 
with a number of articles detailing 
the various training methods other 
players have used to continue play¬ 
ing well into their late-thirties. 

It was, the striker says, a meas¬ 
ure of the meticulous preparation 
the manager regularly undertakes 
and illustrated the professionalism 
he knows he will find at his new 
club. 

“He’s the most professional man¬ 
ager I’ve ever worked with,” he 
said. “He looks at every aspect, of 
the opposition, of ourselves, being 
at peak performance and that eve¬ 
ryone knows what they’re doing. 

“I’ve played in teams under Aidy 
where we haven’t played well and 
we’ve won games because we all 
know what we’re doing when we 
go out onto the field. 

Platt has signed a two-year deal, 
which will take him up to within 
three months of his 37th birthday, 
and is a contract that could well be 
among his last in football. 

But the 600-game veteran hopes 
to have at least another year or two 
in his legs - with Boothroyd’s as¬ 
sistance. 

“I want to extend my career and 
my best bet for doing that will be 
for working for someone like Aidy,” 
he said. 

“When I first came to the club to 
meet him, he gave me some articles 
to read about players like Ryan 
Giggs and Paul Scholes who have 
played for much longer and how 
they have changed their routines 
as they’ve got older. 

“So he’s already looking at every 
individual he’s got and the ones 
who are in that older bracket, he’s 
looking at programmes that are 
tailored to them. 

“He’s advised me to do more 
yoga, your metabolism changes as 
you get older and so my diet has 
changed, he’s doing all these things 
to help me play longer.”
